test run 


L.A. company, 
CDOT partners 
in futuristic trial

Colorado will be the site of a 
first-of-its-kind test track for a fu- 
turistic transportation system 
that could one day whisk passen- 
gers from downtown Denver to 
Boulder in eight minutes. 

Arrivo, a Los Angeles startup, 
will partner with the Colorado 
Department of Transportation to 
build the half-mile track along- 
side the E-470 tollway near Den- 
ver International Airport, and 
open a research and development 
center in Commerce City. Arrivo 
is one of anew breed of high-tech 
companies, including the speedi- 
er and better-funded Virgin Hy- 
perloop One, attempting to by- 
pass road congestion with dedi- 
cated tracks for faster travel. 

“We're calling it the High Speed 
Super Urban Network, which isn’t 
as good as (the term) hyperloop. 
But we’re a pack of engineers. 
We’re open for branding,” said 
Arrivo co-founder Brogan Bam- 
Brogan. “Really, our focus is on 
ending traffic. That should be 
catchy enough for anybody, espe- 
cially in Denver.”

Cat-declawing ban 
in Denver approved 


New allegation hits; 


First U.S. city not 
in Calif. to make 
procedure illegal

A newly passed Denver ordi- 
nance that bans elective cat de- 
clawing has ignited passions — 
including among cat owners 
and veterinarians. 

But the choice was easy for 
the City Council on Monday 
night when it made Denver the 
first U.S. city outside Califor- 
nia to ban a procedure that crit- 
ics see as inhumane and pain- 
ful to the felines. 

The council lined up strong- 
ly behind the measure in re- 


cent weeks, and the approval 
came in a unanimous vote, 
with no fresh comments. 

“I think the proponents made 
a compelling case,” Council- 
woman Kendra Black, who 
spearheaded the proposal, said 
after the vote. 

A week earlier, an hour-long 
public hearing featured several 
emotional appeals, with most 
pushing for the council to take 
a stand against declawing. 

The procedure isn’t as sim- 
ple as it sounds, critics say, not- 
ing that it requires several par- 
tial toe amputations. 

“Having run anesthesia on de- 
claw procedures, I can tell you it 
is an awkward and dishearten- 
ing feeling to keep something
